The following sketch of Gorrell's 


record is furnished by Dick Van 
Vliet, linesman 011 Covina's 1925 
"wonder team," who is now en- 
gaged in athletics at the University 
of Southern California: 


Ted Gorrell graduated from Phoe- 


nix high school in 1923 and entered 
Phoenix junior college, where in his 
first year of football he was picked 
on the All-Arizona football team, 
which included players from all col- 
leges and universities in Arizona. 


The next year he transferred to 


University of Southern California, 
where in his first year he was given 
honorable mention on the All-Coast 
football team. He played guard in 
every game of the year. The two 
following years "Butter" was un- 
animously chosen as All-Coast guard 
and in his last year was picked on 
the third All-American team. Dur- 
ing his throe years on the Southern 
California team he played more time 
in games than any other man who 
has ever played for this school. He 
was also picked as the most valuable 
man to his team on the coast. 


During his stuy at Southern. Cali 


fornia he also became Pacific, coas 
champion heavyweight wrestler. 


Gorrell graduated in June, 1927, 


and assumed t;he position of head 
coach and athletic director at George 
Washington high school, Los Ange- 
les. This school was just being com- 
pleted at this time and "Butter" 
has developed the athletics consider- 
ably in the last two years, having a 
championship basketball team and a 
baseball team which ranked second— 
all with little or no material.

A new gravity section will be putt

The Big Dalton dam, located in the 


nountains about five miles northwest 
of G-lendora, has had a history of 
delays, changes in plans and other 
difficulties ever since work started 
on it.

the work to proceed. As the dam 
neared completion, the unsatisfac 
tory rock conditions high up on thi 
mountain side were encountered 
This entailed additional excavation 
and additional concrete. The con 
struction of the gravity type sec 
tions at the end has been determine' 
as the only satisfactory and safe way 
out. 
It 
is estimated now tha 


the completed dam will cost abou 
$1,200,000. 


DAM SAFETY ASSURED 


Mr. Eaton has said that the dam 


will be safe beyond the question o 
a doubt, the gravity sections beinL 
put in for the very purpose of mak 
ing it safe. The rock at the east em 
will be found to be satisfactory in 
every way for carrying the gravit;

Eaton sai 
that the dam will bJ one of the fines 
multiple-arch dams known when con; 
pleted. 


The dam will have a very smal 


reservoir capacity compared to it 
strength and its cost, the storage 
amounting to between 1200 and 1500 
aero feet. The difference in the total 
cost and the amount provided for in 
the bond issue is to be made up 
from the $300,000 allowed annually 
to the county from the state for 
flood control purposes. The dam is 
expected to be completed in about 
three more months.

The following article has been pre- 


pared for the Argus by a Covina 
woman who is interested in our pub- 
lic institutions: 


The Los Angeles county farm, situ- 


ated at Hondo, contains- 540 axires, 
350 of which are under cultivation. 
There are 56 buildings on it—offices, 
wards for the patients, machine and 
work shops, dairy buildings, homes 
for the employes, etc. 


The farm has a fine dairy, and a 


large garden, and supplies milk and 
vegetables to the county hospital 
and juvenile hall, as well as to their 
own tables. About $24,000 worth of 
vegetables 
were raised here last 


year. 


This materially reduces the cost 


of upkeep to the county. 


There arc now about 2500 pa- 


tients receiving care at the county 
farm. Five hundred fifty of them 
are bedfast or incurably sick. One 
patient has been in bed for 26 years. 


About 200 of the patients are 


to do some work each day. Some of 
them work in the vegetable garden, 
others in the kitchen or dining-room, 
others in the shops. 


The ages of the patients range 


from 2 years to 107. There are five 
over'100.years of age. 


The only requirement for admis- 


sion is need of care, and no other 
source of support. 


The average dinner consists of 


soup, meat, two or three vegetables, 
bread, and stewed fruit. Pie and 
cake are served only occasionally. 


Seven sacks of sugar and seventy- 


five pounds of coffee are used daily; 
also 1100 pounds of bread, besides 
enough hot bread to require seven 


I pounds of baking powder. 


.' There is a large, light kitchen 
containing many steam cookers. The 
vegetable cookers will each hold four 
bushels of vegetables; the meat- 
roaster a whole sheep, and the coffee 
boilers 100 gallons. 


Adjoining the kitchen are refrig- 


eration rooms where meat and other 
perishable foods are kept. 


The printing shop is an interesting 


place; also the furniture and mat- 
tress factories. 
All the furniture 


and mattresses required to furnish 
the newer buildings on the farm 
were made here. There are also many 
kinds of brushes and rugs made. 
| 
Visitors are welcomed here. And 


it is really' well worth while to see 
what .our county is doing for her 
dependent people. 


The patients, too, are so pleased 


with little attentions. A gift of a 
little candy, a few cookies or some

Type of Injury 


A typo of injury similar in appear- 


ance to that apparent two seasons 
ago was first noticed in the orange 
groves in the districts lying east of 
the San Gabriel river during the 
forepart of February. The injury 
occurs thru the breaking down of 
the outer cells of tho fruit tissue, 
permitting various fungi to enter and 
cause in most eases an indented and 
decayed irregularly shaped portion 
of the peel, The fruit does not drop 
in all Ceases, but Ihe loss is felt thru 
the necessity of throwing most of it 
out as culls. 


Prof. H. S. Fawcett, plant patholo- 


gist of the citrus experiment station 
at Riverside, determined the trouble 
as "being due to minute cracks occur- 
ing in the outer cells, allowing fungi 
to enter. The first fungi are most 
often a eladosporium, followed by 
other molds, such as the blue and 
green, providing the weather condi- 
tion's are moist enough for their 
growth. Prof.'Fawcett states that 
the advanced maturity of the or- 
anges this season may be an impor- 
tant factor in the development of 
this injury.

Pacoima Dam 
Highest Structure 


in Flood Control 


While the southwestern states are 


all agog over the Boulder dam pro- 
ject and southern California most in- 
terested in the gigantic $25,000,000 
dam in San Gabriel canyon, wa 
should not lose sight, of the fact that 
the south end of the state has many 
notable dams. Arid the highest of 
these is the one recoutly completed 
in Pacoima canyon, 365 feet above 
the natural stream bed. 


While the primary object of build- 


ing such clams is flood control, none 
of the impounded water will be 
wasted. All -will be used for domes- 
tic or agricultural purposes. Here- 
tofore, when the storm waters raged 
down Paooima canyon they tore 
great stream beds thru lower lauds, 
wrot much damage, and running over 
an already saturated soil, found 
their way to the ocean, in uudimin- 
ished volume. Now the water will 
be used as needed and, saturating the 
lands below, will find its way, some 
of it, into the Los Angeles river to 
augment the domestic supply of the 
metropolis. 
The dam controls 28 


square miles of watershed on Pa- 
coirna creek and is situated four 
miles above the city of S?" "Fernan- 
do. Its storage capacity is PiOO acre- 
feet. The canyon is very larrow at 
the damsite, for the concrete is only 
65 feet, in width at the stream bed.

FLY PEST IN FLORIDA 


The agricultural extension service 


is to hold a series of field meetings, 
ftt which time the subject of citrus 
diseases and their control will be 
discussed and methods of treatment 
demonstrated, according to Farm Ad- 
visor Bounds, who will be in charge 
of the series of meetings and who 
will be assisted by W. E. Schoonover, 
extension specialist in citrus culture.

Mount Islip Playground— 


Up on the shoulders of Mount Islip, almost due north of 


Covina city and valley, the county of Los Angeles is rapidly 
developing a mountain playground of more than twelve( hun- 
dred acres in extent, a beautiful bench of land, over six thou- 
sand feet above sea-level, and generously covered with virgin 
timber. Brooks cross it, on the way to join the big San Gab- 
riel river, and there is a small landlocked lake that is being 
beautified. A mountain road, wide and easy of ascent, is 
being built from the lower canyon to connect this sylvan spot 
with the roadways built in connection with the construction 
of the San Gabriel dam. 


Chairman McClellan of the county board of supervisors 


is a nature-lover, and has been a museum collector of speci- 
mens of wild life. His influence, more than any other, has 
been responsible for the development of our mountain areas. 
He has vision, a knowledge ahead of his time of the value 
of these places of recreation. He believes in holding them in 
the name of the people, and making them accessible to every- 
one. 


Many years ago, citizens of the San Gabriel valley dream- 


ed of making the flats around Mount Islip into a public 
recreation camp, but the money was lacking and the proper 
leadership in county circles was not forthcoming. McClellan 
and his fellow-members on the county board have been fully 
alive to this form of improvement. As a result, one of the 
finest mountain parks in the county is fast developing at 
Mount Islip, and will be within a drive of two hours from 
downtown Los Angeles when the roads are completed. 


The San Gabriel dam is an immense project, and will be 


directly utilitarian in flood control and water conservation. 
But it would not surprise some who know if the big recrea- 
tion camp at Mount Islip came to be the most valuable im- 
provement in that canyon area in the years to come. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of people will visit it every week-end. It 
will be surrounded by cabins occupied by people who know 
the value of complete rest away from the turmoil of present- 
day life. It will be connected by roads..leading in from the 
Antelope valley, and will be on a direct mountain route be- 
tween Bakersfield and San Diego. 


It is not too wild a statement to make that this recreation 


camp, and others that will doubtless be acquired, will make 
the San Gabriel canyon the mecca for many thousands of 
people, thereby corning to be the greatest single factor in the 
development of this vast mountain area. Chairman McClel- 
lan is to be congratulated on his vision. Some day the people 
of the San Gabriel valley will thank him for his influence in 
bringing such a great amount of improvement into this valley. 


A Cow in the Zoo— 


(Upland News): Robert H. Henderson, enthusiastic mem- 


ber of the Izaak Walton League of America, brings us in a 
copy of the league's official publication, Outdoor Life in 
America, which has an editorial telling about a cow being 
placed in a zoo in New York city. 


What seemed like a joke at first became a tragedy, said 


the writer, when it became known that to a great majority 
of children a cow was as much a curiosity as an elephant or 
zebra. The editorial stated that seven out of ten children of 
zoo-visiting age had actually never seen a cow. Every child 
can recognize a bottle of milk, but lots of these city children 
never knew what kind of a machine produced the milk. That 
is something to think about. 


One of the tragedies of our American life is that we are 


growing such big cities and filling them so full of human kind 
that thousands upon thousands who live there never know 
what it means to get away from brick walls, steaming pave- 
ments and crowded apartments. Not only have the children 
cramped in these cliff dwellings never seen a cow, but many 
of them never picked a flower or sat on green grass. Thou- 
sands of them never saw the sun go dovm behind a lake or a 
mountain; thousands of these starved ones never worked in 
a little garden all their own or played tennis. They know all 
about the lurid movies and the street life, but they have never 
known what it means to get out in God's great outdoors. 


Government Engineering— 


(L. A. Examiner): It's an opinion held by a good many 


that private enterprise alone can be business-like and efficient 
—the real deliverer of the goods. The other side of that pic- 
ture, by the same authors, is—the government and the cities 
floundering in the utilities field. 


An enlightening illustration of the ability of the govern- 


ment to do things other than govern is found in the marvel- 
ous record of construction carried out by the reclamation 
bureau. 


That story, one of the most creditable and fascinating in 


the history of engineering enterprise, whether public or pri- 
vate, is told in a book just issued by the interior department. 


Since it was reorganized in 1902 the bureau has construct- 


ed 12.5 dams. These range from simple diversion affairs less 
than three feet in height to the Arrowrock storage dam, 348.5 
feet high. 


That was the highest dam in the world until Los Angeles 


county raised a 366-foot concrete structure in a gorge of 
Pacoima creek. But the government is now building the 405- 
foot Owyhee dam in eastern Oregon, and soon will start 
Boulder dam, 550 feet high. 


Not only did the reclamation bureau plan these many 


wonderful dams, but supervised the work on all of them and 
actually built most of them. Only a few were let out to con- 
tractors. More than that, the government operates successful 
power plants at many of them. The main purpose, however, 
is reclamation thru irrigation. Millions of acres of land, or- 
iginally arid, receive water from these projects.
